THE OHINs COULIE TRADE, 


. THE FOREIGN MAIL STEAMERS’ 
ORDINANOES, 
: PETITION FROM SINGAPORE | _.. 

Tho following are tho osauntial clauses of 
« potition of the Chambers of Commerce 
of Singapore and Penang for the repeal of 
tl» Foreign Mail Stcamera’ Ordinances :— 

3. ‘That tho effect of this legislation “ia, 
that tho steamers of thete two . foreign 
companica, which have nothing in common 
with Men of-War, but aro highly subsidiz. 
ed merchant vessels, competing in: tho 
passenger and carrying trades with tho 
ateamora of Your Majesty’s subjects, ara 
given u position and preatige im Your 
Mujeaty’s Colony denied to British shipa, 
and. if ao disposed, might violate with 
impunity the revenue,. immigration, and” 
quarantine laws of tho Colony. “. 

4, That, although the ports of the Co. 
fony aro freo to all comers ond Qustam 
Daties unknown, tho intoreats of the Opium 
and Spirit Farms roquiro, that the right of 
acurel in harbour should bo maintained, 
and stoamera spocially exempted from auch 
search, may, ot any moment, become vohis- 
lca of opium smuygliug, ond this, without 
the Knowledge or connivance of their owners 
or masters, F 

6 That for the safety of ships and pas. 
acpgera it has been deemed necessary in 
Your Majeaty’s Exstern Golonics, to enact 
strict regulations for the conduct of .the 
coolio passenger traflic and to guard againat 
over-crowding, kiduapping and — aimilar 
abuaus, -Theas regulations, though necos- 
sary and commendable, often press hardly 
on sections of Your Majesty's subjicts, wlio, 
naturally fecl aggrieved that two powerful 
foreign companies, eubsidized by thoir re- 
spective G.vernments, should be exompt 
from thesy restrictions and able to compete 
with their rivals on unequal terms, 

G, That theso special privileges granted 
tw the French and German Flaga are viewod 
with jealousy and dislike by uther Luropean 
nations, tho allies of Your Majesty, whose 
vessels ary equally frequent in this Colony 
with thoao of the two favoured nations and 
are also subsidized ‘for the conveynnee of 
Mails. A claim for similar privileges, if pre- 
forrud by theao nations, would be embarras- 
sing. 

7. Thot thoso Ordinances have beon 
passed againat the wish and, generally, in 
fuco of the votes of tho unofficial Menbera 
of the Straits Settlements Leyislative Coun- 
cil; that Your Mojusty’s Petitionera bate 
ulwaya considered them unnecessary and un- 
called for by any locnl circumstances of tho 
Volony and objectionable on many grounds, 
evon us temporary and revocable measures, 
but specially reprohunsible when—as now—~ 
thoy are prolonged indefinitely and tho 
principle of Colonial nationality, which Your 
Majosty’s Potitioners conceive to be involy- 
ed, soma to bo abandoned. 

8. Your Majosty’s Putitionors are aware 
that this oxceptioual status waa accurded to 
the stvamers of the French Company under 
cover of tha Convention of Paris uf 186, 
and that the German Uompaay could aut 
well be dunied a like position, But Your 
Petitionors crave leave humbly to represent, 
that it is at least opon to grave doubt’ whe- 
ther the Paris Convention can apply, or waa 
evr intended to apply to Your Majesty's 
distant Colonial Possessions, where, from 
tho nature of things, there can be no ro- 
clprocity and thu whole circumstances, 
geographical and political, differ from thoso 
of Europe. 

9. Iu tho Memorandum of Objects and 
Reasons attachod (u the Ordinance which 
first introduced this measure, (Ordinance 
ILL of 1881), it is stated that incunvenience 
has arison reluting to the arrest of criminals 
on board the French steamers at Hongkong, 
und, as farae Your Majesty's Potitioners 
are aware, thia is the sole accasion for ex- 
tending the principle of the Paris Conveus 
tton to Colonial Waters. If this be ao, 
Your Petitionera humbly aud: respectfully 
submit, that questions relating tu the 
custody and tratsport through British Uo -_ 
lunial Porte of criminals aud persona undoy 
arreat en board foreign steamers, aid applicay 
tion to such of Writs of- Habeas Corpus 
would ba niore proverly dealt with undor 
treaty or by apcotal logielation, than by con» 
tinuing the present system, which unduly 
favours two foreign nations, and may ot any 
time give rise to international ditheultios 
more serious than those it is designed to 
avert. 

And Your Petitioners, therefore, humbly 
pray, 

' Lhat Your Majesty will be graciously 
pleased to direct the repeal of Ordinances 
‘VIL. and XIV. of 1886, passed by tha 
Loyisjative Council of tho Straits Settle. 
ments on bith August ond Sth Dacember, 
respectively, copiva of which aro annoted 
hereto, And Your Petitionera will ever

tardily, the Hongkong Government tna 
decided to legislate againat the kidnapping 
and crimping which have becotny such pro- 
minent features of the coulia trade there.
